Wo lound nt Knoxville several officors and men of
Morgan's command, who had beon taken two woeeka
before us. Thoy told ns that the soldiers who c:r-
tured them said that they hnd orders not to take
Geveral Morgan alive.

After this it was rumored that the soldiers of
uenernl Morgan's command refused to take as pri-
sotiers ol war men belonpng to the 18th Tenuessce
Cavalry. Genera! Gilleln pent g communication
under a flag of truoce to Genoral Brockinridge on
this subject, complamning that somé membars of tho
14th hag been killod, and stating that he sopposod
it was done in retatiation for the reported murder ot
General Morgan, He stated that General Morgun
bad peen Xilled m (ur fignt, and melosod o copy of
a note from Captain Rogers, ol Gevornl Morgan’s
stufl, in answer to ono trom him inguiring into tho
cirenmstances of General Morgau’s death, (Rogers
was thon & prisoner m Genoral Gillem's hands )

Atthe boitom ot this note was wniten, “A true
vopy. A. U. Gillem, Brigadier-General,” When
Genernl Breekinridge niterward attacked and routed
General Gillom we eaptured Lis hoadquarters, desk,
and private paperd, minong which was the origial
note of Captain Hogers, altered and amended to
read as the copy ol General Gillom sen: Geueral
Breckinridge, and very difterent trom the sald copy.
These papers are stll 1 existenoce.
